the seven little girls are alleged to 
have participated were narrated. 


Gave Names of Other Girl*. 


The Ballar girl gave the police the 


names of the other six children, none 
of whom is over 14. Bach believed, 
she says, that she was one of the 
seven which, Gates had told them, the 
Bible commanded him to obtain. With 
candy and money, she declared, they 
were first led to his den. 
Following 


this, she charges, they were threaten- 
ed and coaxed until they returned and 
each visit held them faster in Gate's 
toils. 


Even the mother had no conception 


of the horrors her child related when 
the police, 'after breaking down the 
doora of Gate's home during a meet- 
ing with the Ballar girl, summoned 
her to headquarters. She screamed 
in hysterical anger and was restrained 
by the police from attacking Gates. 


Gates was "sweated" out in police 


headquarters later, and is alleged to 
have admitted most of the charges 
against him. 


A Reincarnation of Fanin. 


Gates is described by the police as 


a reincarnation of Dickens' "Fagin." 
He has worn for years a greasy sEull 
cap. His face Is long and cadaverous, 
and his long, hooked nose almost 
touches his chin. Two greenish eyes 
wandered while he was under examin- 
ation. He admitted that the children 
came to his rooms, that he gave them 
candy and money, but denied that he 
had threatened them or done them 
physical harm. He has been under sur- 
veillance by the police since last Jan- 
uary. Practices such as those which 
recently created a scandal in the 
Knights of the Round Table of the 
German court., and which sent the 
author of "Salome" to "prison, were 
suspected, but the tale of the Ballar 
girl makes them seem insignificant. 
Gates is held on the charge of contri- 
buting to juvenile delinquency. 


"It is the most unusual case I have 


ever heard of," declared Prosecuting 
Attorney George Custer.

he has not yet found the means of 
making any more. 


.Mr. Williams was graduated 
re- 


cently from- the Hartford Theological 
school with high honors and a valu- 
able scholarship. 
Before assuming 


the duties of a pulpit, however, he re- 
solved to study the conditions among 
the poor of the slums at first hand. 
He has cut himself off entirely from 
his friends antl relatives. His "fathar, 
a minister in Blossburg, Pa., does not j 
know where his son is. Neither does 
the young preacher's brother, who is 
a prosperous business man of this 
city. 


Eight dollars, one chap suit of old 


clothes and a cap formed the full ac- 
couterment of the young man when 
he set out. la the first two days of 
his wanderings he found no work. Not) 
even the sweatshops would have him. 
He was refused a place ns a stable 
boy. 
The practical charity institu- 


tions would help him only to get work 
in the country. 


Although he listened to the stories 


of graft told by policemen in connec- 
tion with a riosition in the service of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway com- 
pany, he found himself unable to get 
a job as conductor or motorman.

Mayor Joseph Murphy called the women 
of Wabash together in a mass meeting 
to discuss civic improvement an.l artistic 
training. This muss meeting- waj attend- 
ed by hundreds and all were enthusiastic. 
At that time the movement WF.S started 
and It was agreed to hold the first regular 
meeting tonight. This preliminary meet- 


ing, which was held at the city hall, is 
believed to have been the first mass meet- 
ing of all the women of a city ever c=!!ed 
by any Indiana executive. 


At 
the 
preliminary 
meeting 
Mayor 
Murphy was the only man present. He 
stated that the purpose of the organiza- 
tion would be to work for civic improve- 
ment in the way of beautifying homes, 
streets and commons, and for esthetic 
culture generally. 


Immediately 
after 
the first regular 
meeting tonight tha work will be begun 
in earnest. 
Every woman will ha\'e a 


duty to perform, even if it be no more 
than to improve the yard at her or.vp. 
home. 


"The secret of success in a venture 
like this." explained Mayor Murphy. "Is 
to give every one somthing to do." 


Will Beautify Lawns. 
In th? main the society will attempt 
to impress upon its members the ne- 
cessity of keeping lawns in good condi- 
tion. 
Flowers will be planted all over 
the city. Sites in the city that arc tern- ] 
porarily or permanently vacant will be 
proved, and unsightly billboards will be 
removed. 


Any man who owns property and who 


falls to keep It in good condition will 
be called to task hy the members of tha 
society, and efforts will be made to in- 
duce him to change his methods. 


An 
investigation 
recently completed 
shows that nearly even" residence In Wa- 
bash is occupied. 
This will 
make it 


easier for the women to keep all of the 
property in the city in good condition. 
There is also another inducement. At 


the recent meeting of the Indiana Mu- 
nicipal league, a committee of mayors 
was named to visit 
different 
Indiana 
cities and to award a prize to the city 
which is 
kept in the best condition. 


Mayor Murphy of this city, is chairman 
of that committee. 
A banner will be awarded to the city 


making the best showing in this respect. 
Several other cities in Indiana will try 
for this banner. The women of Wabash. 
however, will see to It that no other city 
gets the banner. 


The organization was really the out- 
growth of Flower day. which was set 
aside in the mayor's proclamation as a 
municipal holiday. 
On that day

were beautified and much was done to 
improve the appearance of the city.

DIPS MAKE A GOOD HAUL. 


Montreal 
Pickpockets 
Take 
$1,500 


From Man's Pocket. 


Montreal, Que., July 1.—A gang of 


pickpockets which has been operating 
in Montreal for the last few weeks, 
made their biggest haul on Saturday 
when they got away with $1,500. Ger- 
ald Murray, a messenger of the Allan 
Steamship" line, was sent to the bank 
to draw out the week's pay for em- 
ployes. On returning to the

and entering through ft revolving door, 
Murray and the man accompanying 
him fount their way blocked by t\vo 
well-dressed men attempting to leave 
the office through the compartment 
by which Murray was entering.

Tokio, June 29.—At a joint meeting 


*f seven chambers of commerce hero 
It was resolved to address the princi- 
pal chamber of commerce in America 
as follows: 


"It has always been a matter of pro- 


found satisfaction to the people of 
Japan-to witness the constant growth 
of cordial relations between our two 
countries and of our community in- 
terests In the fields ot trade and com- 
merce. 


"But slnco last year the people in 


a section of your country have un- 
fortunately acted in a manner calcu- 
lated to prejudice 
the legitimate 


rights of Japanese people who have 
been frequently subjected to unjust 
and humiliating treatment 
at 
the 


hands of a lawloss element prevailini 
there. 
The right 
of education has 


been denied them; their houses have 
repeatedly 
been attacked and their 


property destroyed without the leas' 
cause or provocation, with the resul 
that not only have the treaty rights 
of the Japanese been wantonly disro 
garded, but their people and property 
Have also been exposed to seriou 
dangers.

stances surrounding a shooting in the 
yards of the Bass works on the night 
of June 5. Kestner and his wife, Dan- 
ehy, Otto Flaig, William Schrader and 
Charles 
Druhot were witnesses for 


the prosecution. Harkenrider denied 
the charges In toto, and a number of 
witnesses were called for the defense. 
Schraclcr declared on the stand that 
the officers vere protecting the scabs 
and not the citizens, and 
declared:

He saw the powder tho next 
morning shortly after 10 o'clock and a 
fow minutes later Superintendent Mc- 
Cormick and Foreman Beck came to 
the eighth level. They remained but 
u short time and left to go to the 
sixth level whero they were killed. 
Wood sworu that when ho reached tho 
shiift twenty minutes Inter the powder 
was gone and it WHS a reasonable in- 
ference that McCormlck and Beck 
took it with them. 


Wood testified that he had seen a 


rovolvur in Beck's pocket; that the 
tragiiitmts of only one revolver was 
found in the sixth level, and that the 
bodies of McCormick and Beck were 
blown apart, indicating that the ex- 
plosion hart occurred between them. 


Orchard said he fixed a revolver

CLEARINGS OFF A LITTLE. 


JERUSALEM ARTICHOKES, 


Great care is necessary in cooking Jerusalem artichokes, 


as, owing to the absence of starch, they do not become dry 
and mealy in the cooking like the potato. 
A nice way to 


prepare them is to cut in slices, boil in salted water until 
tender, but not too soft. It will take about twenty minutes. 
Drain and, dry on a soft towel. Put a tablcspoonful of but- 
ter in a frying pan, add ono onion sliced and cook until a 
light yellow, then put in the artichokes and toss until dell- 
cate brown. 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper and minced parsley. 


Or wash and peel the 'chokes, cut. in small cubes, then cook 
In boiling malted water, taking care not to overcook them. 
Put in a baking dish or individual ramekins, sprinkle on a 
layer of grated Parmesan cheese and cover wltb cream sauce. 
Put buttered crumbs over the top and bake until the crumbs 
are a colden brown. The artichokes may also be cooked ten- 
der and added to a good white or cream sauce, or cooked 
in milk with a little -onion, using a double boiler for the 
cooking and thickening with f.our. They also make an es- 
ceilent cream soup.

How Silk, Lisle and 


Kid Gloves Are 
Mended At Home 


By Elizabeth Lee. 


Now that fashion has decreed that 


short sleeves shall be worn, as a con- 
sequence, long gloves become neces- 
sary, and, a's these are by no means 
inexpensive the bill for theso acces- 
sories is ao 
Inconsiderable 
item 


Much, however, might be saved by 
taking care of t..ose already pur- 
chased for. with a curtain amount ol 
care, one pair of gloves may bo made 
to last as long as two pairs that have 
been neglected. 


In the first place, the "fit" has a 


good deal to <Jo with the life of a 
glove, and so, for This reason alone 
It will be worth while paying extra 
for a pair that will be fitted to the 
hands rather than buying haphazard a 
cheaper pair. 


Fat fingers cannot be forced Into 


gloves cut for slender ones, without 
bursting at the second wearing, and a 
tear will be the result if buttons arc- 
strained to fit plump wrists when the 
gloves are intended for those who arc 
thin and perhaps bony. 


At any good glove or department 


store it is now possible to get a per- 
fectly fitting glove. 


A well flulng glove will be perfectly 


easy ou the hand, yet show no wrinkle 
anywhere, and to be too large Is quite 
as'bud as being too small, for, whlk- 
the tighter glovo will be no more apt 
to crack or split, the looser one will 
become shabby sooner. 


Having exercised care in selecting 


gloves the same should be studied in 
keeping them in good condition. Tho 
well known glove mending Hots aro 
an aid to this and a means ot keeping 
all tho necessary articles together, for. 
it often happens that one might mend 
gloves In less time than is consumed 
in looking up the necessary articles. 
A set of this kind includes threads of 
every wanted shade arranged In the | 
form of a broad braid, a small pair of | 
scissors, an emery and an enameled 
darner. A small ball la attached to | 
one end ot the darner, at the other is 
an egg shaped knob. 
This Is used 


when repairing rips in the fingers, tho 
ball being inserted to help in repair- 
Ing a hole. Cotton is always used for 


' 
mending gloves of kid or of Halo 
thread, but a silk glove mender set 
comes for silk gloves. 
Either will 


cost $1.09, but there are 
sufficient 


threads to last a lifetime. 
Needles 


are not included, but they may be 
bought separately. For repairing lislo 
thread or silk gloves any ordinary 
sewing needle may be used, but kid

In the case o! a bad 
break, as will sometimes happen al 
the thumb, then a lace stitch is used 
to fill • the hole. 
Any simple slitch 


will answer, but the buttonhole, some- 
what resembling loops. Is the accepted 
one.' H there is likely to be any strain 
•at .the wrists a narrow strip of tnpe 
should reinforce the buttons. 
This 


•will be neatly hemmed down at the 
back. Large and ragged buttonholes 
may be easily prevented by the stitch 
In time rule. The sewing used in fac- 
ing these invariably becomes ripped, 


• and so the buttonholes loso their ftrm- 
'ness first, then stretch, and finally 
tear. Half a dozen stitches taken in 
.time will save all this, and the glovo 
will last much longer for the attention 
given.

straighten and repeat. 
This, if done 


so that the waist muscles are pulled, 
will aid digestion and improve the gen- 
eral strength of tho'stomach. 


Excellent not only for hlji reduction, 


but to promote digestion, is another 
movement, done by placing the heels 
together and putting both, hands on 
the hips. 
Then, with the feet still 


firmly planted, pull the body around, 
first one side and then Ihe other, as 
far as 11 will go. 


The manner of sitting will not re- 


duce large hips, but it will do much 
to prevent them, and is not 
infre- 


quently one of the causes 
of their 


size. As a rule persons do not sit on 
the top of the spine, but about two 
inches from it. throwing the weight of 
he body in such a way that the hips 
must support it more than they should. 
The weight should really be held on 
the spine end, and this will be done if 
one sits well back in a chair and holds 
the spine stiff. It immediately shifts 
the position of the hips, greatly to 
their improvement. 


These exercises should be done reg- 


ularly night and morning, but certain- 
ly once a clay, and they cannot be done 
too hard. Cords nnd muscles must be 
made to work and do their share, 
which they will only.'when really ex- 
orcised, not 
merely moved. Iodine

twice a week. 
Of course, all sweel 


and starchy foods should be removed 
from the diet of a person trying to re 
duce. and no liquids, not oven soups 
should be taken raith meals.

by Sir Waller Raleigh

The story of Raleigh's lost colony 


furnishes one of the most weird nna 
fascinating chapters in the history o 
America.

Virginia with John White, as govern- 
or. Contrary to Raleigh's advice, they 
settled on Roanoke island, famous for 
ts white Scuppernong grapes. Here . 
was born the first white American 
child. Virginia Dare, granddaughter ot 
Governor White.

supplies. White returned to England, 
and. the Spanish war breaking out, he 
could

not return to Roanoke until 
He found that the colony had

4th from this deadly disease, following 
wounds so received. It would seem 
entirely superfluous to caution par- 
ents as to the dangers 
of allowing 


small children to handle "reworks 
when too young to realize the perils 
arising therefrom.
